QUOTE 1. SERGEANT, ROBERT JACUBOVICS SHIED #492, OPERATIONS 
OFFICER, HIGHWAY UNIT #1 REPORTS AN 

INCIDENT INVOLVING RUSSIAN DIPLOMATS IN WHICH A VEHICLE CHASE 
OCCURRED AND OFFICERS DREW THEIR WEAPONS. 

2. AT APPROXIMATELY 0315 HOURS, DECEMBER 16, 1976, 

POLICE OFFICER GUNTHER RUPPRECHT SHIELD #24950 WITH POLICE 
OFFICER JOHN WILLISCH SHIELD #7208 BOTH OF HIGHWAY UNIT #1, 

ASSIGNED TO POST S 103-04 (MAJOR DEAGAN EXPRESSWAY) ON 
TOUR 2250/0705. OFFICERS OBSERVED A MAROON CHEVROLET SUB- 
URGAN, REGISTRATION #995YVT, NEW YORK, PROCEED THROUGH 
A RADAR ZONE AT 75 MILES PER HOUR. THE RADAR ZONE WAS SET 
UP ON THE MAJOR DEAGAN EXPRESWAY, NORTH BOUND AT 179TH STREET. 
OFFICERS GAVE CHASE WITH RED EMERGENCY LIGHTS ON. THE 
UNCLASSIFIED 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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VEHICLE PULLED OVER TO THE RIGHT SIDE OF THE ROADWAY IN 
VICINITY OF WEST 230TH STREET. THE OPERATOR OF THE VEHICLE 
WAS DIRECTED TO MOVE TO THE ENTRANCE RAMP AT WEST 230TH STREET 
BY LOUDSPEAKER. THE OPERATOR OF THE VEHICLE THEN ACCELERATED 
PASSED THE R.M.P. INTO THE CENTER LANE. OFFICERS 

AGAIN PURSUED THE VEHICLE ON THE MAJOR DEAGAN EXPRESSWAY, NORTH 
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BOUND AT AN EXCESSIVE SPEED OF 81 MILES PER HOUR. THE 

VEHICLE EXITED AT MOSHOLU PARKWAY AND WAS FORCED TO THE RIGHT 

SHOULDER OF THE ROADWAY. FIVE OCCUPANTS ALIGHTED FROM THE VEHICLE,

THERE WERE NO OTHER WITNESSES PRESENT. AT 0415 HOURS 
SERGEANT JACUBOVICS CALLED THE U.S.S.R MISSION 
TO UNITED NATIONS BY TELEPHONE IN AN ATTEMPT TO INVERVIEW 
OTHER WITNESSES. THE PARTY ANSWERING THE PHONE DID NOT 
SPEAK ENGLISH AND THE TELEPHONE CALLED WAS ENDED. NO FURTHER 
RESULTS COULD BE OBTAINED.
